CANADIAN STUDIES LEARNING 
MATERIALS DEVELOPMENT, 
DISTRIBUTION AND USE 


This set of programs, five in all, is designed to 
encourage the development of Canadian studies 
learning materials in SPECIFIC CONTENT AREAS. 
Adjustments will be made to this list as a conse- 
quence of regular review and assessment. The 
content areas FOR 1984-85 ARE:

1. Government of Canada 
Canadian Studies Writing Awards

These awards, five annually, are valued at up 
to $10,000 and tenable over two years. The 
awards are to enable authors of textbooks to 
do the research and writing required to 
prepare a manuscript for publication. 


Eligibility Criteria

e The proposals must address the formal 
educational system (at any level) and have 
relevance to a general lay audience 

e The professional and writing/publications 
experience of applicants will be considered 

+ The likelihood of the project being publish- 
ed on completion. 


Payment of the awards will be in two equal 
instalments. The first instalment of up to 
$5,000 will be paid on the announcement of 
the awards; the second at the end of the first 
year of work after an assessment of the quali- 
ty of the work to date. An independent panel 
will assess the original submissions and 
evaluate progress prior to the payment of the 
second instalment. The final product must be 
of publishable quality. The author will retain 
all rights to the manuscript. A special applica- 
tion form for the Awards Program is enclosed 
at the end of this brochure. 


2. Print Learning Materials 


Development Program

The CSP offers support for the developmental 
costs of print learning materials in the 
SPECIFIED PRIORITY CONTENT AREAS noted 
above. Funds are available up to a matching 
dollar basis (50-50) to Canadian-owned 
publishing companies or to professional 
organizations involved in these fields.

The CSP intends to make available represen- 
tative sets of high quality learning materials 
for use by textbook bureau managers, teacher 
education institutions, school boards, 
teachers’ organizations, learning materials 
centres, and school libraries. Distribution may 
be limited due to limitations on supply. The 
selection of the materials included in the sets 
will be made by the department after con- 
sultation with experts in the various content 
areas. 


5. b) Learning Materials Use Program 


CODE: 1052 — Application deadlines: 
November 1, 1984 
April 1, 1985 


The CSP is interested in supporting teacher 
education in-service and pre-service orienta- 
tion and familiarization seminars and activities 
to demonstrate the effective use of Canadian 
studies learning materials in Canadian 
classrooms. 


Encouraging Learning About Canada 


The purpose of this priority is to encourage the 
development of Canadian studies by celebrating 
excellence in the field, by supporting the work of 
major national voluntary organizations; and by 
promoting distance education and public education 
activities in the specific content areas identified in 
priority one of the CSP. 


Eligibility Criteria 


e The applicant must demonstrate the uses to 
which the learning materials sets will be 
put 

e Priority will be given to applicants who 
plan to use the materials for teacher in- 
service or pre-service education projects 

e Priority will also be given to applicants 
who plan to review these materials with a 
view to possible multiple copy purchases 
for use by students. 


Lists of titles included in the sets will become 
available in the spring of 1985. Interested 
parties should contact the program to request 
lists after January 30, 1985. This is, clearly, 
an unusual circumstance because this program 
is just being established. In future years this 
kind of information will be available prior to 
the beginning of the new school year. 


Eligibility Criteria

must demonstrate capacity in the delivery

e Priority will be given to work that ad- 
dresses use of materials in the specific con- 
tent areas of the 1984-85 Canadian Studies 
Program. 


6. Prizes For Excellence in the Field 


of Canadian Studies 


CODE: 201 — Nomination deadline: January 
1, 1985 


The CSP offers an annual program of Prizes 
for Excellence in Canadian Studies. These 
prizes are given for demonstrated excellence 
in classroom teaching. Valued at $5,000 
each, these prizes will be presented at a 
special ceremony in Ottawa. Winners of the 
prizes will have the costs of accommodation 
and travel to attend the ceremony covered as 
well. Individuals MAY NOT APPLY for this 
prizes program, it is open to NOMINATION 
ONLY. 


Prizes are available in the following areas: 


Excellence in Teaching about Canada — 
Grades 1 to 8 

Excellence in Teaching about Canada — 
Grades 9 to 13 

Excellence in Teaching about Canada — 
Community Colleges and CEGEPS 
Excellence in Teaching about Canada — 
University 


In addition to these Prizes for Excellence in 
Teaching, the independent adjudicative com- 
mittee may wish to present an award for an 
outstanding contribution to writing about 
Canada in any field. Books eligible for the 
1985 Prize Competition will be those publish- 
ed in the two preceding years. To be con- 
sidered books must have made a significant 
contribution to Canadians’ broader and deeper 
understanding of one or more aspects of the 
social, historical, political, economic, cultural 
or intellectual development of Canada. 
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Eligibility Criteria for Nominations 


e Teachers nominated must be currently in 
the profession 

e Nominees must be teaching in a Canadian 
studies program or be involved in teaching 
disciplinary courses or subjects about 
Canada 

e Priority will be given to classroom perfor- 
mance, but consideration will also be given 
to a teacher's capacity to animate students 
beyond the classroom, that is in exchanges, 
travel, visitations, and to animate commu- 
nity interest in Canadian studies. 


Nomination Procedures 


1. Nominators must provide a statement of 
the reasons for nominating a teacher for a 
Prize for Excellence (maximum two pages). 

2. Three independent supporting letters must 
be submitted. 

3. Copies of in-class evaluations (when avail- 
able) should be appended. 

4. Appropriate course outlines should be 
provided. 

5. A copy of the curriculum vitae of the 
nominee must be submitted as well. 


Selection will be by an independent jury 
appointed by the Department of the Secretary 
of State. In the review one or more of the 
adjudicators may ask to visit the classroom of 
the nominee as part of the assessment. 


7. Public Education and Distance 


Learning Program 


CODE: 202 — Application deadlines: 
November 15, 1984 
April 1, 1985 


The CSP is interested in encouraging the 
development of learning materials and projects 
which address adult audiences using various 
techniques to inform those audiences of 
aspects of the historical, cultural, economic, 
social, intellectual and political life of Canada. 
Priority will be given to projects which ad- 
dress the specific content areas identified in 
Priority One of the CSP (see page 3 of this 
brochure). 


. Support For Organizations Inter- 
ested in and Involved in Canadian 
Studies 


CODE 203 — Application deadline: April 1, 
1985 


This program is designed to provide organiza- 
tions with the capacity to develop projects 
designed to animate their particular constitu- 
encies, and to encourage those constituencies 
to enhance Canadians’ knowledge of Canada. 
This program provides grants, on a com- 
petitive basis, for the central functions of 
successful applicants. 


Eligibility Criteria 


e The project should address one or more of

e The proposal must address the learning 
needs of the adult population 

e The project must be designed to utilize 
methodologies and techniques appropriate 
to adult learners 

e A premium will be given to projects which 
employ new technologies and distance lear- 
ning strategies.

Matching 
funds are not automatically available, the pro- 
ject funded must be assessed in the usual 
fashion and awards will be made to projects 
judged to be consonant with the general aims 
and objectives of the federal government’s 
Canadian Studies Program.

Introduction 


The Canadian Studies Directorate was established within the Department of the Secretary of State, in 
1984, with the mandate to encourage Canadians to learn about Canada. 


To help achieve this goal, the Directorate administers five funding programs designed to support the 
development of a variety of learning materials, for use at any educational level or for the general 
public, in specific content areas considered to be underdeveloped or neglected in the field of Canadian 
studies. The Directorate provides support for up to 50 per cent of the development costs for print, and 
the development and production costs for film, audio-visual, and computer-based or -assisted Canadian 
studies learning materials. It also supports the development of Canadian studies learning materials for 
use in open learning and distance education programs, and encourages greater private sector 
(Canadian foundations and corporations) support for Canadian studies projects through the provision 
of matching-dollar funding. 


Support may be provided to individuals, voluntary organizations, private sector companies 
and corporations (such as film and computer software producers, Canadian publishers, etc.), 
provincial and territorial departments or organizations, and educational institutions. 


The Directorate has semi-annual funding competitions, with May 1st and November Ist as the 
deadlines. Applications for assistance under the Matching of Private Sector Support Program may be 
submitted at any time. All funding decisions normally require a minimum of four months. 


In addition to its capacity as a funding source, the Directorate coordinates ventures with other federal, 
provincial or territorial departments and agencies to promote and animate Canadian studies activities 
in Canada, and cooperates with the Department of External Affairs to encourage the development of 
Canadian studies abroad.

Objectives 


The objectives of the Canadian Studies Directorate are: 

1. To develop and encourage the use of Canadian studies learning materials in a number of 
specific content areas considered to be underdeveloped or neglected in the field of Canadian 
studies. 


2. To increase public knowledge of Canada. 


3. To enhance Canadian capacity to develop new knowledge about Canada. 
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Eligibility Criteria 


Proposals eligible for consideration by other federal government funding programs are not, as a 
rule, eligible for support. When possible, applicants may be referred to another appropriate 
department or agency. 


1. Activities should have a national or inter-regional application or reference. “Inter-regional” refers to 
activities or projects which will be utilized in or applied to more than one province, territory or 
region, as in the Atlantic region, the Pacific region, etc. 


2. Projects should be conducted in both official languages when appropriate, and projects should be 
applicable to both official language groups when possible. (Projects for the translation of existing 
materials are not eligible.) 


3. Eligible applicants are voluntary organizations, non-governmental institutions and groups, 
provincial and territorial departments or organizations, private sector companies and corporations, 
and individuals. 


Designated Content Areas 


Projects submitted for consideration must address one or more of the following content areas: 


1. The Uniqueness of Canadian Society 
2. The Media in Canadian Society 

3. Canadian Comparisons 

4. Canada in the World 

5. Science in a Canadian Context 


Adjustments will be made to this list as a result of regular review and assessment. The content areas 
are defined on the following page. 
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Content Areas 


1. The Uniqueness of Canadian Society 


It is important to encourage the development of learning materials that promote Canadian unity and 
national understanding of the things we share as a people. The focus of this content area is on the 
development of learning materials on themes which will draw Canadians together by encouraging a 
sense of citizenship and belonging to the Canadian community (for example, national identity and 
unity, cultural sovereignty, the unique nature of our mixed economy, our social safety net, etc.). 
Materials should explore and explain specific societal, cultural, political, linguistic and other unique 
attributes and/or their interactions, that define who and what we are as Canadians and as a nation. 


2. The Media in Canadian Society 


Projects can be designed to increase Canadians’ capacity to understand and analyze mass 
communication media: their strengths, weaknesses, ethics, priorities, roles and impact on Canada. 
Materials should be designed to increase critical awareness of media products, an understanding of 
images and sound, an insight into the structure of mass media in Canada, and a grasp of how media 
communication operates in Canada’s democratic society. 


3. Canadian Comparisons 


This content area focusses on comparisons of Canadians’ experiences and expressions within Canada 
(for example, comparisons of English Canadian and French Canadian literature, comparisons of 
regional geography, social trend indicators, regional arts, etc.), as well as international comparisons 
(for example, comparisons of Canadian and non-Canadian federal systems, political cultures, artistic 
expression, economic systems, educational systems, foreign policies, etc.). 


4. Canada in the World 


It is important to maintain the notion of Canada’s significant international role in organizations like 
the OECD, NATO, the Commonwealth, etc. As well, there are global economic issues which create 
both opportunities and concerns for Canada. The emergence of a unified Europe, the strengthening of 
the Pacific Basin and the recent Free Trade Agreement are examples. The focus of this content area is 
on the development of learning materials which inform Canadians of the roles, both political and 
economic, played by their nation on the world stage. 


5. Science in a Canadian Context 


It is important to encourage and enhance Canadians’ knowledge and appreciation of our contributions 
to the sciences and technologies. This content area focusses on Canadians’ capacity to understand 
scientific methods, issues, ethical questions and environmental matters affecting this country. Projects 
that are social science and/or humanities based, as well as projects for the development of learning 
materials in the pure and applied sciences, must contain a significant proportion of Canadian 
references and illustrations.

This section of the brochure provides information on the range of activities eligible for support under 
the five funding programs. Applications will be reviewed against the specific criteria and conditions 
noted in this brochure, and assessments will be done by departmental officials in consultation with 


outside assessors whose written comments will be sought concerning the merits of eligible proposals 
submitted for consideration. 


Objectives 


The objectives of the Canadian Studies Directorate are: 

1. To develop and encourage the use of Canadian studies learning materials in a number of 
specific content areas considered to be underdeveloped or neglected in the field of Canadian 
studies. 


2. To increase public knowledge of Canada. 


3. To enhance Canadian capacity to develop new knowledge about Canada. 


PA: 
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Eligibility Criteria 


Proposals eligible for consideration by other federal government funding programs are not, as a 
rule, eligible for support. When possible, applicants may be referred to another appropriate 
department or agency. 


1. Activities should have a national or inter-regional application or reference. “Inter-regional” refers to 
activities or projects which will be utilized in or applied to more than one province, territory or 
region, as in the Atlantic region, the Pacific region, etc. 


2. Projects should be conducted in both official languages when appropriate, and projects should be 
applicable to both official language groups when possible. (Projects for the translation of existing 
materials are not eligible.) 


3. Eligible applicants are voluntary organizations, non-governmental institutions and groups, 
provincial and territorial departments or organizations, private sector companies and corporations, 
and individuals. 


4. Projects which have the potential for adverse effects on the environment which are not mitigable are 
not eligible for support. (This is consistent with the policy of the Government of Canada on 
environmental assessment. Environment refers to the biophysical environment. Examples could 
include impacts on the atmosphere, soil, water resources and fish habitat.) 


Designated Content Areas 


Projects submitted for consideration must address one or more of the following content areas: 


1. The Uniqueness of Canadian Society 
2. The Media in Canadian Society 

3. Canadian Comparisons 

4. Canada in the World 


Adjustments will be made to this list as a result of regular review and assessment. The content areas 
are defined on the following page. 
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Content Areas 


1. The Uniqueness of Canadian Society 


It is important to encourage the development of learning materials that promote Canadian unity and 
national understanding of the things we share as a people. The focus of this content area is on the 
development of learning materials on themes which will draw Canadians together by encouraging a sense 
of citizenship and belonging to the Canadian community (for example, national identity and unity, Canadian 
federalism, cultural sovereignty, the unique nature of our mixed economy, our social safety net, etc.). 
Materials should explore and explain specific societal, cultural, political, linguistic and other unique 
attributes and/or their interactions, that define who and what we are as Canadians and as a nation. 


2. The Media in Canadian Society 


Projects can be designed to increase Canadians’ capacity to understand and analyse mass 
communication media: their strengths, weaknesses, ethics, priorities, roles and impact on Canada. 
Materials should be designed to increase critical awareness of media products, an understanding of 
images and sound, an insight into the structure of mass media in Canada, and a grasp of how media 
communication operates in Canada’s democratic society. 


3. Canadian Comparisons 


This content area focusses on comparisons of Canadians’ experiences and expressions within Canada 
(for example, comparisons of English Canadian and French Canadian literature, comparisons of 
regional geography, social trend indicators, regional arts, etc.), as well as international comparisons 
(for example, comparisons of Canadian and non-Canadian federal systems, political cultures, artistic 
expression, economic systems, educational systems, foreign policies, etc.). 


4, Canada in the World 


It is important to maintain the notion of Canada’s significant international role in organizations like 
the United Nations, the Commonwealth, la francophonie, and the OECD. As well, there are global, 
economic issues which create both opportunities and concerns for Canada. The emergence of a unified 
Europe, the strengthening of the Pacific Basin and the recent Free Trade Agreement are examples. The 
focus of this content area is on the development of learning materials which stimulate teaching and 
learning about the roles, both political and economic, played by Canada on the world stage.

Canadian Studies Learning Materials Development 


The following three programs are designed to encourage the development of Canadian studies 
learning materials in the designated content areas identified on page 2.2 and described on page 2.3.

Code 101 Print Learning Materials Development Program

Introduction 


The Canadian Studies and Special Projects Directorate was established within the Department of the 
Secretary of State in 1984 with the mandate to encourage Canadians to learn about Canada. 


To help achieve this goal, the Directorate administers five funding programs designed to support the 
development of a variety of learning materials, for use at any educational level or for the general 
public, in specific content areas considered to be underdeveloped or neglected in the field of Canadian 
studies. The Directorate provides support for up to 50 per cent of the development costs for print, and 
the development and production costs for film, audio-visual, and computer-based or computer-assisted 
Canadian studies learning materials. It also supports the development of Canadian studies learning 
materials for use in open learning and distance education programs, and encourages greater private sector 
(Canadian foundations and corporations) support for Canadian studies projects through the provision 
of matching-dollar funding. 


Support may be provided to Canadian individuals, national voluntary organizations, private sector 
companies and corporations (such as Canadian film and computer software producers, Canadian 
publishers, etc.), provincial and territorial departments or organizations, and educational institutions. 


The Directorate has semi-annual funding competitions, with April 1 and November 1 as the 
deadlines. Applications for assistance under the Matching of Private Sector Support Program may 
be submitted at any time. All funding decisions normally require a minimum of four months. 


In addition to its capacity as a funding source, the Directorate coordinates ventures with other federal, 
provincial or territorial departments and agencies to promote and animate Canadian studies activities 
in Canada, and cooperates with the Department of External Affairs to encourage the development of 
Canadian studies abroad. 


The Directorate also plays an important role in promoting knowledge about the field of Canadian 
studies. It has supported both the Association for Canadian Studies to publish the 1989 Directory to 
Canadian, Quebec and Regional Studies in Canada, and the International Council for Canadian 
Studies to produce the 1989 International Directory to Canadian Studies. As well, the Directorate 
publishes a Directory to Funding Sources for Canadian Studies and Decisions: Projects Funded from 
1984 to 1989 and two ongoing series of booklets entitled Canadian Studies Resource Guides and 
About Canada.

This section of the guide provides information on the range of activities eligible for support under the 
five funding programs. Applications will be reviewed against the specific criteria and conditions noted 
in this guide, and assessments will be carried out by departmental officials in consultation with outside 


assessors whose written comments will be sought concerning the merits of eligible proposals 
submitted for consideration. 


Objectives 


The objectives of the Canadian Studies and Special Projects Directorate are: 

1. To develop and encourage the use of Canadian studies learning materials in a number of 
specific content areas considered to be underdeveloped or neglected in the field of Canadian 
studies. 


2. To increase public knowledge of Canada. 


3. To enhance Canadian capacity to develop new knowledge about Canada. 
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Eligibility Criteria 


2. Activities should have a national or inter-regional application or reference. “Inter-regional” refers 
to activities or projects which will be utilized in or apply to more than one province, territory or 
region, as in the Atlantic region, the Pacific region, etc. 


3. Projects should be conducted in both official languages when appropriate, and projects should be 
applicable to both official language groups when possible. (Projects for the translation of existing 
materials are not eligible.) 


4. Eligible applicants are Canadian voluntary organizations, non-governmental institutions and 
groups, provincial and territorial departments or organizations, private sector companies and 
corporations, and individuals. 


5. Projects which have the potential for adverse effects on the environment which are unmitigable are 
not eligible for support. (This is consistent with the policy of the Government of Canada on 
environmental assessment. Environment refers to the biophysical environment. Examples could 
include impacts on the atmosphere, soil, water resources and fish habitat.) 


Designated Content Areas 


Projects submitted for consideration must address one or more of the following content areas: 


1. The Uniqueness of Canadian Society 
2. The Media in Canadian Society 

3. Canadian Comparisons 

4. Canada in the World 


Adjustments will be made to this list as a result of regular review and assessment. The content areas 
are defined on the following page. 
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Content Areas 


1. The Uniqueness of Canadian Society 


It is important to encourage the development of learning materials that promote Canadian unity and 
national understanding of the things we share as a people. The focus of this content area is on the 
development of learning materials on themes which will draw Canadians together by encouraging a 
sense of citizenship and belonging to the Canadian community; (for example, national identity and 
unity, Canadian federalism, cultural sovereignty, the unique nature of our mixed economy, our social 
safety net, etc.). Materials should explore and explain specific societal, cultural, political, linguistic 
and other unique attributes and/or their interactions that define who and what we are as Canadians and 
as a nation. 


2. The Media in Canadian Society 


Projects can be designed to increase Canadians’ capacity to understand and analyse mass 
communication media—their strengths, weaknesses, ethics, priorities, roles and impact on Canada. 
Materials should be designed to increase critical awareness of media products, an understanding of 
images and sound, an insight into the structure of mass media in Canada, and a grasp of how media 
communication operates in Canada’s democratic society. 


3. Canadian Comparisons 


This content area focuses on comparisons of Canadians’ experiences and expressions within Canada; 
(for example, comparisons of English Canadian and French Canadian literature, comparisons of 
regional geography, social trend indicators, regional arts, etc.), as well as international comparisons; 
(for example, comparisons of Canadian and non-Canadian federal systems, political cultures, artistic 
expression, economic systems, educational systems, foreign policies, etc.). 


4. Canada in the World 


It is important to maintain the notion of Canada’s significant international role in organizations like 
the United Nations, the Commonwealth, la Francophonie, and the OECD. As well, there are global, 
economic issues which create both opportunities and concerns for Canada. The emergence of a unified 
Europe, the strengthening of the Pacific Basin and the Free Trade Agreement are examples. The focus 
of this content area is on the development of learning materials which stimulate teaching and learning 
about the roles, both political and economic, played by Canada on the world stage. 
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Categories and Programs 


The following information explains the Canadian Studies Funding Programs for 1992-93. Since the 
programs operate on a competitive basis, proposals that address the substance or the eligibility 
requirements of a particular program are not necessarily guaranteed funding. 


Please read the information in this guide carefully and prepare your proposal accordingly. Your 
application should be submitted, in five copies, by the deadlines noted for each program.

Canadian Studies Learning Materials Development

Code 101 Print Learning Materials Development Program 


Application deadlines (postmarked): April 1, 1992 (for fiscal year 1992-93) and November 1, 1992 
(for fiscal year 1993-94). 


This program offers support for up to 50 per cent of the developmental costs of print learning materials 
for publication. 
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Conditions 


As a minimum, applicants must present a letter from a bona fide publisher showing intent to 
produce and distribute the manuscript. (Bona fide means a publishing company controlled by 
Canadians or by eligible landed immigrants, with a minimum level of Canadian ownership of 
51 per cent.) 


The project must be for the development of a didactic material designed for any educational level 
or the general public. 


The application may only request funds for the costs incurred in the development of a manuscript 
for publication. Funds will not be provided to support book design, layout, typesetting, artwork, 
printing, binding, distribution, or promotion. 


Support will be awarded for new manuscripts only. The program will not fund translations, 
revisions to existing texts, expansions of existing texts or repackaging of existing materials. 


The proposal must indicate clearly the amount and source of funds which the applicant(s) will 
commit to the specific project. “In kind” support (general overhead costs or non-monetary 
contributions from the applicant) will not qualify as part of the applicant’s contribution. 


Code 102 Film and Audio-Visual Learning Materials

This program offers support for up to 50 per cent of the preparation and production costs of film, 
audio and audio-visual learning materials. 


(Prior to submitting applications to this funding program applicants are encouraged to discuss the 
eligibility of their project with Telefilm Canada, Department of Communications.) 


Conditions 


Support will be awarded for new material only. The program will not fund translations, versions, 
revisions, expansions, and/or repackaging of existing materials. 


The project may be designed for use at any educational level or for the general public. 

The proposal must indicate clearly the amount and source of funds which the applicant(s) will 
commit to the specific project. “In kind” support (general overhead costs or non-monetary 
contributions from the applicant) will not qualify as part of the applicant’s contribution. 

The proposal may include a submission for the preparation of a guide to the film, audio or audio- 


visual learning materials. Funds are available for up to 50 per cent of the development costs of the 
guide, but will not cover its production and distribution costs. 
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Code 103 Computer-Based and Computer-Assisted Learning Materials 
Development Program 


Application deadlines (postmarked): April 1, 1992 (for fiscal year 1992-93) and November 1, 1992 
(for fiscal year 1993-94), 


This program supports up to 50 per cent of the preparation and production costs of computer-based or 
computer-assisted learning materials which address the school-aged population at any level. 


Conditions 


Support will be awarded for new material only. The program will not fund translations, versions, 
revisions, expansions, and/or repackaging of existing materials. 


¢ The learning material must be designed for computer equipment in general use in the educational 
systems of Canada. 


The proposal may include a submission for the preparation of a guide to the computer program. 
Funds are available for up to 50 per cent of the development costs of the guide, but will not cover 
its production and distribution costs. 


The proposal must indicate clearly the amount and source of funds which the applicant(s) will 
commit to the project. “In kind” support (general overhead costs or non-monetary contributions 
from the applicant) will not qualify as part of the applicant’s contribution. 


Category Two 


Encouraging Learning about Canada 


The purpose of this category is to encourage the development of Canadian studies learning materials 
for use in open learning and distance education programs, in the content areas designated on page 2.2 
and described on page 2.3.

Code 201 Open and Distance Learning Materials Development Program

Investments in the Future of Canadian Studies 


The intent of this category is to encourage joint funding of Canadian studies projects by the Canadian 
Studies and Special Projects Directorate and the private sector.

Code 301 Matching of Private Sector Support for Canadian Studies 


Applications may be submitted at any time. 
Conditions 
¢ Private sector support must be from bona fide third-party Canadian foundations or 


corporations not connected with the project. 


+ An application must include written confirmation from the private foundation(s) and/or 
corporation(s) indicating that financial support has been provided and stating the amount of 
funding awarded. Funding may come from more than one source. 


+ The project must be judged to be consistent with the objectives of the Canadian Studies and Special 
Projects Directorate. 


+ A matching-dollar grant of up to $25,000 may be provided only once during the life of a project. 


+ Matching funds are not automatically available. Projects will be assessed in the usual fashion and 
funding will be awarded on a competitive basis.
